The Examiner accepts the drawings filed on January 30, 2002. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-16 and 18-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses pre-screening individual applicants for a credit card 
account at a point of sale. The prior arts of record include the teaching of Lent et al. 
(US 6,324,524), Walker et al. (US 6,336,104), and Watson (US 5,991 ,750). Lent 
teaches the method of presenting multiple custom offers to an applicant for credit over 
the network. In addition, Walker teaches a point of sale terminal for purchasing price 
and financial accounts. Furthermore, Watson teaches pre-authorization parameters for 
categories of transactions. However, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in 
combination, performing a credit worthiness check to determine a credit pre- approval of 
said customer, said performing is done using a result of said searching and without 
knowledge of and uninitiated by said customer;. 

The examiner agrees with the applicants' arguments presented in the 
amendment of September 12, 2008 and has withdrawn the rejection under 35 USC 101 
and 1 03 over Lent et al. (US 6,324,524), Walker et al. (US 6,336,1 04), and Watson (US 
5,991 ,750). The prior arts of records taken singly or in combination fail to teach or fairly

suggest the claimed invention. Therefore, the examiner favors the allowance of claims 
2-16 and 18-32.
